Hay Cutting. 


The Orange Jiuld Farmer says ex- 


periments show that 
early cut hay 


brings more value than late cut. The 
proper time to commence cutting is as 
nearly as possible at the period of flow- 
ering. All ruminating animals do bet- 
ter on hay cut at that time, but horses 
seem to prefer it made from grass moro 
advanced. 
Make the hay for horses 


last. In cutting the hay crop start the 
mower as soon as the dew has dried ofl 
in the morning. In a short time dis- 
tribute the grass evenly with the tedder 
that it may all roach the same degree of 
dryness. Cutting at this stage will in 
variably give the most palatable and nu 
tritious hay for all dairy cattle am 
sheep.

tux on state bunk issues," to open the 
way to Democratic "wild cat money,' 
und yet, in a house with 9G Democratic 
majority thut proposition was recently 
defeated. 


It declared that n public office ia a 


public trust, and reaffirmed tho civil ser- 
vice declarations of the party in 1876 
yot, as eoon us tho party returned to 
power it ignored the principles und tho 
laws touching civil service and is now 
engaged in an effort to starve out tho 
civil service commission. 


It doclured in fnvor of a vigorous for] 


eign policy, und yet, tho first thing the 
party did was to haul down ehe Amcri 
can flag at Honolulu and attempt by 
intrigue to restore u discredited queen 
to power, 'and in doing so brought tho 
whole country into disgrace. 


It declared sympathy for the soldiers 


and sailors of the Union in the war, unc 
in favor of liberal pensions, and yet tho 
party, on tho contrary, dropped 12,00( 
pensioners from the rolls, and uttampt 
od to discredit and disgrace them, bu! 
cowered before public disapproval anc 
restored them to tho rolls, thus exposing 
tho fact thut thoy were dishonestly 
dropped from tho rolls.

'undamental, and standing by this doc- 
trine now, as in the days when their 
party presented an unbroken front to 
iho chorus of know-nothingism, and 
inally crushed that detestable organiza- 
tion, the Democracy of Illinois denounces 
as cowardly, unpatriotic and dangerous 
to the peace and happiness of this coun- 
try the American Protective Associa- 
tion, which seeks to proscribe men on 
account of their religion or birthplace. 


This plank probably contains more 


falsehood to the line than any other ono 
in tho platform. The Democratic party, 
in tho first place, is the only party that 
ever encouraged secret political societies 
in the history of the government, and 
worse than all, every secret political 
society it ever encouraged has beentrea- 
sonublo in its character und inimical to 
personal liberty, and when tho state- 
ment ia miide that "hostility to secret 
political societies is a tenet of the Demo- 
cratic fiiith which is fundamental,1' it is a 
falsehood, easily proven so by history. 


After Washington's second election, 


Gonet, an envoy from the French gov- 
ernment to tho new Republic, sought to 
involve this government in a war with 
Great Britain, in the interest of Prance, 
which Washington refused to permit, 
and, on the contrary, promulgated the 
doctrine of non-intervention, but Jef- 
ferson, tho acknowledged first leader of

Genet. This was the first secret political 
society formed in this country,und it was 
formed in the interest of and encour- 
aged through tho connivance of the 
founder of tho Democratic party and 
was one of its first acts. 


Tho Knights of tho Golden Circle, tho 


Sons of Liberty and other kindred or- 
ganizations, during tho war, were secret 
political 
societies, 
treasonable 
and 


were purely Democratic. The KuKlux 
Klan, tho Red Shirt Brigade, the White 
Liners and other like organizations, to 
suppress the colored ruco and prevent 
tho colored voter from voting, wero all 
purely Democratic political societies,and 
not once in the history of that party has 
it adopted a lino in any of its platforms 
against such secret political organiza- 
tions. Instead of one tenot of thut party 
being hostility to secret political organi- 
zations it has bred everyone of these 
just mentioned. 


But the platform says, "the Demo- 


cratic party presented an unbroken front 
to know-nothingism and finally crushed 
it out," which is totally untrue.

thnt knownothingiam flourished best 
when there wore most Democrats, Thus 
counties in Ohio, New York and Penn- 
sylvania that woro solidly Democratic 
went know-nothing, and the states ol 
Virginia, Maryland and Kentucky were 
carried by that secret political society 
No Democratic convention in those days 
over deplored in any platform the ' ex- 
iatenco of know-nothingism, and tho 
Democratic party did not crush it out.

The very first move yon make should 


be in the direction of your soap disk 
Buy old white castile soap of a trust- 
worthy firm. If old and pure, it will 
be very dry and light in weight Avoid 
as much as possible keeping the hands 
in either very cold or very hot water. 
The very best plan is to give the hands 
a thorough cleansing in warm water 
pleasant to tho touch, using almond 
meal or bian. Tie up either one of these 
in a little cheesecloth bag and see how 
nicely it will take 'the place of soap as 
an occasional substitute. 


Before your hands are dry pour into 


tho palms aomo softening lotiou. Gold 
en Days suggests tho following: It is 
made of one-third glycerin, two-thirds 
rosowater nnd n sprinkle of powdered 
borax. This mnst bo rubbed into the 
hands thoroughly, and when they have 
been dried oil a soft towel and dusted 
with some delicato rico powder or the 
dry brau you should seo that they do 
not get another sernb for many hours.

TAXES AND TAXATION. 


The "return" postal card—that is, the 


double one with the prepaid attachment 
for the answer—is a failure, as the post- 
office authorities predicted it would be, 
and although only 12,000,000 of them 
were printed, several years ago, the de- 
mand has been so small that the greater 
part still remains on hand, and 12,000,- 
000 is a small edition. The total number 
of postal cards used last year was 530,- 
505,606, and 13,339,000 of these were the 
foreign or international cards bearing a 
2 cent stamp. 


There was a great pressure for the 


double card from certain agitators who 
thought business interests demanded it, 
but it is aflat failure. 
The officials at 


the postoffice 
department think the 


reason is that the return card gets very 
much soiled during its first experience 
in the mails, and people prefer to pay 1 
cent for a now and clean one. 


The '-dude card" is also a failure. 


That was the invention of Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, and one would 
suppose that a man with his experience 
in catering to the public taste ought to 
know what is wanted, but ho missed it 
that time. The "dude card''is thefamil- 
ar name which the authorities have 
iven to tho little postal card which is 
made of fine paper and printed with blue 
nk. .It

miners have declared a boycott against 
members of the militia who went from 
here to Pekin.

Just as Fielding at tho Hay 
market meeting said things not to be 
taken literally, for which he afterward 
suffered and urncd the sentiment of the 
masses against 
tho working people 


I notice as friend Howard lost his heac 
the reporters pencils moved fust taking 
down the foolish, things he said. 
Bo 


porters always give the extreme ex- 
pressions, overlooking thp kind aud 
sensible things said. He commented on 
Jie refusal to permit the use of the Park 
!or a public meeting and said in Colonial 
days it was a part of the duties of 
citizenship to attend public meetings. 
He also ridiculed the use of the militia 
and turned his attention to the old 
parties. 
"I ouce dressed up like a 


blanked fool and give my last dollar to 
aelp make a polo higher" than tho other 
parties."'
